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attached Examiner's comment regarding REQUIREMENT FOR THE DEPOSIT OF BIOLOGICAL MATERIAL 
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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Office acknowledges the changes made to the claims by applicant; all 
objections to the claims have been withdrawn. Claims 1 1 3-7, 9-13,and 15-23 are 
currently pending in the present application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-7, 9-1 3, and 1 5-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. As for independent claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to sufficiently 
describe or suggest an interchangeable sensor head component for a monitoring 
tool wherein an electrical connector portion is configured to establish an electrical 
connection with a monitoring tool, at least one electrical component is connected 
to the electrical connector and configured to perform a function, and a memory 
device accessible through the electrical connector is configured to store and 
provide operational information to the interchangeable sensor head component. 
The interchangeable sensor head component is further configured to monitor at 
least one parameter of an accessory chosen from a wiper device, stirring device, 
and a shutter device. 

b. Regarding independent claims 13 and 21 , the prior art does not disclose 
an interchangeable sensor head component for use with a monitoring tool that 
comprises an elongated housing portion configured to include an electrical 
component and a base portion connectable to the elongated housing portion and 
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configured to engage and disengage with a port. At least one radially 
compressive sealing device is disposed around the base portion and is 
configured to expand within a specially configured cavity upon insertion of the 
base portion in the port and generate a force to prevent removal of the base 
portion from the port. 

c. As for independent claim 22, the prior does not show an interchangeable 
sensor head component wherein a sensor is configured to monitor conductivity, 
wherein an elongated housing portion is configured to include first and second 
substantially parallel surfaces with a plurality of electrodes disposed on each of 
the first and second surfaces. The first and second surfaces are further oriented 
at an angle other than perpendicular to a longitudinal axis for the elongated 
housing. 

d. Regarding independent claim 23, the prior art of record fails to sufficiently 
describe or suggest an interchangeable sensor head component comprising and 
elongated housing portion configured to include an electrical component and a 
base portion connectable to the elongated housing portion where the base 
portion is configured to engage and disengage with a port though linear force. 
Further, the elongated housing and the included electronic component comprise 
an accessory. 

These along with further limitations set forth by the claims and all of the claims 
which depend therefrom, render the application allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
